I sent you copies of my letters to Boggs. I believe the first was 4 / 6 * I also sent 
a copy to Bud, to whom the idea appealed, so he stole it, embellished upon it (and this 
make me more anxious than the tfeMft of the idea does disgusted), warned his people 
(who had no choice but to obey) not to tell me, and made his own CTIA approach, a long 
document consisteing of other such (l should say alleged) FEE transgressions* He has 
had limited success with it because he was able to go there in person* I had, as a matter 
of fact, also planned this for yesterday, but the delay in fitting new lenses (now 
tfifocal's and awkward) ran this too close to the time he was to make his speech.
